Colonel Roosevelt,

was learned, 
looks forward to the hardest political 
campaign of his career. 
Except for the 
time occupied by his trip to Spain tor 
the wedding of his son, Kermit, he ex- 
pects. to devote to politics most of his 
time until November. 


Already a tentative plan of action has 
been mapped out.» Col. Roosevelt has in 
mind one of the longest campaign trips 
he has ever made, taking him from the 
Atlantic 
to 
the 
Pacific 
and 
several 
shorter trips in nearby states. 


Is Early at Work. 


BJ- 8 o'clock today he was in his li- 
brary, a quiet room on the ground floor 
of the old house on Sagamore Hill. 
He 
paced the floor and dictated letters and 
telegrams at top speed to the stenog- 
rapher whom he had summoned from 
New York. 
His desk was piled higii 
with messages from all parts of the 
world inquiring as to his health and in- 
forming him of political conditions.

Certification of babies is 
the most recent activity of the munici- 
pal courts psycopathic 
laboratoi-y in- 
stituted to examine the mental twists 
of youthful offenders. 


"We can no longer afford to let "un- 
known" babies go out." said Harry Ol- 
son. chief justice of the municipal court 
today, in announcing the 
innovation. 
"Because of uncertain lienage of many 
of the babies coming under the care of 
tlie morals court none shall be allowed 
to go out unless declared fit by psyco- 
pathic laboratory. 


"An 
appalling number of defectives 
has been revealed by the laboratory," 
added Justice Olson. 
"The percentage 
of subnormal and degenerate persons has 
proven a shock even to the expert psy- 
chologists. 
What to do with them is a 
pressing problem.

that Bago Frank Cirofiei. inade an :.hour 
before he went to "the electric cha;,ir at 
Sing Sing wiJl not belp Charles Becker, 
in his second fight to prove his innocence 
of the .murder of Heraan Rosenthal, for 
which Cirofici and his three companions 
already have paid the penalty. The su- 
preme court refused today to 
admit 
testimony dealing with this confession. 


"Dago Frank" before he died swore 
he had never heard the name of Becker 
mentioned until Rosenthal had been kill- 
ed. 
The defense had plajined to place 
upon the stand the sister of the dead 
gunman 
the priest 
who 
accompanied 
him to the chair, the warden and the 
principal keeper at Sing Sing to testify 
to the tuthenficity of this confession, 
but Justice Seabury's ruling defeated 
their intentions. 


Becker's face fell when he heard the 
ruling. The court held that evidence per- 
taining to the confession was not ad-. 
missable bec-ause it was an incident that 
occurred after the murder.

Billard Honorable Man. 


Mr. Mellen declared that '"Billard was 
a strong and honorable man—as hon- 
orable a man as I ever knew"; but he 
related 
. incidents of his 
transactions 
with the New Haven with evident gfusto. 


Toward the close of thé morning ses- 
sion the purchase of the Worcbester, 
Nashua & Rochester railway 
by 
the 
Bostón' & .Maine, .was 
discussed.

developed that it was brought about by 
the. late J. Pierpont Morgan, Mr. Mellen 
testifying that Mr. Morgan handled the 
details of the purchase. 
The road cost 
the Boston & . Maine nearly $3,000,000. 


Mr. Mellen while he considered the 
property valuable, frankly said he had 
not approved of the purchase of the 
property.

The conditions in that city are 
not belicA'ed to bp worse than in most 
'•¡lies of the country. 
This fig-ure did 
not include, of course, the much vaster 
army 
of persons leading impure lives, 
guilty of occasional 
immoral 
relations, 
lieing sup|)ortcd wliolly or in part by 
thiMr occasional 
eamings. or 
engaging 
in occasional immorality not for profit, 
but from desire. 
There is no possible 
way of estimating this larger number, 
but the Avord 'enormous' seems scarcely 
adequate 
to 
describe 
the 
conditions 
known to be jireseiit. 


Some Startling Figures. 
"Tf the ratio existing in Chicago may 
be taken as anything like an accurate 
index to that prevailing throughout this 
country, it seems entirely safe to assert 
tliat at least 100,000 persons are devot- 
ing their time wholly to this nnthinka- 
Ide iniquity in the United States, 
and 
it is most probable that the number is 
A ery much larger. 
Most students of the 
problem would place the figure two or 
three times as high." 


On the inuch-discnssed subject of edu- 
cation in jnatters of sex the report has 
this to say: 


"The 
methods 
of 
greatest 
wisdom 
and largest efficiency are still to be dis- 
covered. 
But it is the belief of your 
committee

jority of those persons responsible for

Increase of Social EviL 


Speaking of factors in the 
inèrease 
of the social evil "which are now as- 
suming alarming proportions," 
the 
re- 
port says: 


"One of these apjiears in the Aailgar 
tendency of modern fashion. Our "stand- 
ards,' 
we remember, 
expressly 
forbid 
all 
'immodest 
apparel.' 
Today 
many 
of our women are going to such ex- 
tremes of dress as to shock even the 
least prudish, and open American wom- 
anhood to the charge of a complete for- 
feiture of 
modesty. 
The 
unfcrtmnate 
side of it all is, that the woman of the 
church, whose most' conspicuous adorn- 
ment is supposed to be meekness, are 
quite as guilty of this offense as are 
women who make no religious profes- 
sions. 
Until our Christian women can 


be made to see what mischief is being 
done by such a reckless 
abandon'^ to 
the foibles of fashion, there can bo lit- 
tle hope of stemming this evil tide. We 
call 
the 
women 
of 
our 
Presbyterian 
church to 
a 
practical separation 
of 
themselves 
from these 
tendencies 
of 
our times, and exhort them to be at this 
point examples to their sisters, lending 
their voice and influence alike, against 
all extremes of dress, and seeking to 
lead societ}' 
in 
a 
more worthy and 
wholesome 
di)-ection,

contributory 
factor is 
the 
increasing craze for excitable and un- 
chaste amusements. 
The dance, never 
perhaps wliat could be wished, has be- 
come the subject of indescribablj^ vml- 
gar 
joke, and is calling out the con- 
demnation of many holding high places 
of 
ecclesiastical 
authority. 
The 
mov- 
ing picture shows, although imder what 
is claimed to be strict censorship, arc 
calculated to inflame the thoughts and 
emotions of 
the young. 
The 
theater, 
with its outrageously 
flippant 
handling 
of sex jiroblems and situations, as well 
as the notorious disregard of so many 
of 
its

this is what they appear to want.

Newspaper readers who are following ^le testimony 
of Charles 8. Mellen, former president of the New Hav- 
en railroad system, are being- regaled l)y some new^ and 
altogether 
entertaining light on. the operations of high 
finance. 
Tt has become c l e a r l y evident that Chief Comisel 
Polk, of the interstate commerce commission, had abun- 
dant grounds for his belief that when Mr. ^lellen could be 
persuaded to tell his story on the witness stand, it would 
be an illumina^.ing recital. 


The phase that is dominant throughout T^Tr. Mellen's 
testimony is the fact tliat even in the larger coiTOi'ations 
•.with which he was identified the ''dummy'' director was 
much in 
evidence. 
It is made clear that regardless 
of 
others upon the boards with him, the late IMr. Morgan ab- 
solutely'"'dominated the financial operations of the New 
Haven system, and that other directors were merel.y sup- 
posed to smile and look pleasant. 
Not only was this fact 
' true, but -i\ir. Mellen asserts that he found it impossible, 
even in his position as president, to obtain inside infor- 
mation of affairs, and that a similar situation confronted 
otlier 
members of tbe board who had the temerity 
to 
mildly inquire conceiming the ]:)ayment of thirty-five mil- 
lions of dollars for a railroad property which under the 
original "theory" was to have cost tlie New Haven but 
$5,000,000. 
They 
had 
merely "thinking jiarts" in the 
New Haven management.

, Despite the fact that ^Iv. Mellen's 
disclosures 
will 
probabl}^ not result in the return of those vanished mil- 
lions to the pockets of the stockholders,- they may be val- 
uable 
as 
tending to discourage other financial lights in 
playing the game in New^ Haven fashion. There is some- 
thing ahnost pathetic in the deposed president's recital of 
his prophecy under which, it developed, he was to enact 
the role of "goaf in which he has borne much of the 
blame for the New^ Haven's woes. He saw it coming, and 
he said as much.

In about twentj^ minutes, to prove his 
contention that it is not necessary to 
walk on tiptoe, send the children 
out;

Tn her laboratory- at the University of 
California, Miss Wilson dignoses the one- 
celled amoebae, "protozoa," 
through a, 
microscope for the purpose of ascertain 
ing the different stages the insect passes 
through in the course of evolution—its 
productive qualities and its multiplying 
faculties. 
The amoebae is not parasitic. 


"T dig up my own dirt for the experi 
mental work.'' said jNIiss Wilson. 
"Tliese 
little one-celled anima.ls (insects) are in- 
tensely interesting and their behavior can 
be likened unto animals with more than 
one cell, even though they are only 7-10 
of a. millimeter long. They have no legs, 
nor eyes and flow gently along wherever 
they happen to be." 


Miss Wilson is thr. only woman en- 
gaged in doing research work 
on tiie 
amoebae in the Ignited States. 
Her re- 
sults will doui)tIess be a valuable acqui- 
sition to science, as 
the probleni 
has 
been the cause of much scientific investi- 
gation.

New Light on High Finance 


Newspaper roadcrs who are fnllnwiii"; the testimony 


of Charles S. Mellen, former president up the .New Hav- 
en railroad system, are being regaled l>y s«me, new and 
altogether entertaining light on the operations of high 
finance. Tt has heroine dearly evident that Chief Counsel 
-Folk, of the interstate commerce commission, had abun- 
dant grounds for his belief that when Mr. M.ellen could be 
persuaded in tell his story.on (he witness stand, it would 
be an illuminating recital. 


The phase thai is dominant throughout Mr. Mellen's 


testimony is the j'act that, even in the larger corporations 
with -which he was identified the '•dummy" director was 
much in evidence. It is made clear that regardless of 
others upon the boards with him, 
the laic Mr. Morgan ab- 


solutely dominated the financjjil operations of the \e\v 
"Haven system, and that other directors were merely snp- 


: posed to smile and look pleasant. Not only was this fact 
true, but, Mr. Mellcri asserts that, he found it impossible, 
even in his position as president, to obtain inside infor- 
mation of affairs, and that a similar situation confronted 
other "'members of the board who bad the temerity to 
mildly inquire concerning the payment of thirty-five mil- 
lions of dollars for a railroad property which under the 
original "theory" was to have cost the New Havon but 
$5,000,000. 
They had merely "thinking parts" in the 


New Haven management. 


Despite the fact that Mr. Me.llen's disclosures will 


probably not result in the return of those vanished mil- 
lions to the pockets of the stockholders, they may be val- 
uable as tending to discourage, other financial Tights in 
playing the game in New Haven fashion. There is some- 
thing almost pathetic in the deposed president's recital of 
his prophecy under whic.h, it developed, he was to enact 
the role of "goaf in which he has borne much of the 
blame for the New Haven's woes. He, sa.w it coming, and 
he said as much. It is doubtless a relief to the former 
railroad hear! to unburden himself even at this late date, 
and he is making easily the most interesting contribution 
to the story of high finance this country has had in years. 


It must be admitted that in the application of horse 


clippers and barrel staves judiciously hut vigorously ad- 
ministered, the Fort Wayne police department has adopt- 
ed a distinctly unique method of ridding the city of per- 
sistently insolent and thieving vagrants.
